“ THEM FICTEKS.” 

Mr. T. A. Huffman has on exhibition in 
his office two or three wonderful produc¬ 
tions of paint and brush. A great many 
people have called during the week to in¬ 
spect them, and all are loud in their praises 
of the genius of the artist. Our art critic 
is on the sick list this week, (he drove a 
tack in his thumb while nailing down his 
mothcr-in-law’e carpet), and we arc therefore 
obliged to dispense with his services and 
perform tho delicate task of criticizing the 
aforesaid “picters” ourselves. We hope our 
readers will pardon us if they notice any 
slight inaccuracies in our use of art parlance. 
In the first place the pictures are too small 
for general use. They were evidently not 
intended to be hung up in any common 
room, being of slight, aristocratic build— 
probably iutended for the White House or 
Westminster, The finest one of the group 
is undoubtedly the “Sun set,” but its glar¬ 
ing brilliancy is so dazzling that one gener¬ 
ally prefers a rear view—it is less hurtful to 
the eyes. This excellent representation of 
old Sol’s transcendent effulgence is painted 
(in water colors, we presume) oil a pear- 
shaped piece of pasteboard which probably j 
had seen active service as the side of a tally 
box. The colors—well, here we are all at 
fault. Our pen is dumb, yea, thrice dumb, 
for want of words to describe the exquisite 
pathos and wildly bewitching charm of that 
conglomeration of colors. It must be seen 
to be appreciated. No. 2 shows a sectional 
view of a house—at least, we suppose it’s a 
house. Now, this house is a very peculiar I 
one, It somewhat resembles the leaning 
tower of l’isa in its astonishing disregard for • 
perpendicularity, while its whole build 1 
shows an utter lack of ability on the part of 
the contractor. But the artist very gener¬ 
ously overlooked many little irregularities 
which might tend to detract from the ccn 
tractor's reputation as a master-builder, and 
consequently, though the structure is not a 
model residence by any means, its condition 
is greatly improved. The last, but not 
least, is supposed to represent a beautiful i 
exotic of most delicate construction, And 
it conveys the idea intended--if you look at \ 
it in the right light. A sort of bird's-eye 
view from the distance “ lends enchantmtnt i 
to the scene,” as it were. Tho artist says it I

C- r. K. Exhibition Car. 

The C. 1 P. R. Co’y have fitted up a car 
containing exhibits from Manitoba, and are 
sending it for free exhibition all through 
Canada. The car was at Napanee from 
Friday until Saturday morning last and was 
visited by hundreds. It is built after the 
design of the Pullmans, the exhibits being 
arranged on stands on either'side, while the 
roof is literally thatched with graiu and 
grasses. Among the grains we noticed 
samples of No. 1 hard red fyfe wheat, weigh 
ing 60 lbs. to the bushel ; white fyfe, white 
potato oats, weighing 46 lbs. td the bushel ; 
two and six row barley weighing 5o£ lbs. to 
the bushel, also black, white aud brown 
hulless barley averaging GOlbs. to tin- bushel. 
These samples were enough to gladden the 
heart of any Canadian, to think that wc had 
a country capable of producing such grain. 
Then there weie peas both white and black, 
and flax seed with various articles manufac¬ 
tured from it, including linseed oil and oil 
cake. This oil cake is used very extensive¬ 
ly for fattening cattle in the North West, 
and the manufacture of it has recently been 
been added to the list of industries in 
Winnipeg. Among the samples of flax seed 
shown us was one grown on the farm of 
Mr. Donald Fraser, Formerly of Ernenttown 
A head of oats 24$ inches long was shown 
us, and a stool showing 6,000 grains as the 
result from one grain. Fifty-three varieties 
of native grass were shown, varying in 
length from 9 inches to 9 feet 4 inches, all 
but two being nutritious. A great variety 
of vegetables were exhibited, including 
twgfity different kinds of potatoes. Any one 
of the potatoes shown would make a gooil 
meal for a family of five. Cultivated and 
wild fruits of an extraordinary size : coal 
from the Galt mines near Fort McLeod: 
copper ore from the Bow river; freestone 
from Ca'gairy, and many other exhibits 
convince us that there is a yet great future 
for the North-West. The Co. have shown 
commendable enterprise in thus advertising 
Western Canada. Over 600 bush, of seed 
grain have already been given away at the 
car. Parties who had not an opportunity of 
visiting the car, can see samples of the wheat 
and oats by calling at Tiy-: Express office.

Bailey on Friday. The councillors speak 
highly of Mr. Bailey's courtesy and affa¬ 
bility.

Plowing. 

Ftnuti, m a general tala, say* one of 
tham in a reoent Uttar, do not take paina 
aaough with thb part a( their farm work. 
I am oonvtnoad that I oaa gat more clear 
eaah from aa acre that la wul plowed than 
I aaa from an acre that la only half plowed. 
What I mean by half plowed la whore It la 
plowed by gneee, deep hare and ahallow 
there, wide furrow hare and a narrow one 
there, with the furrows standing on edge or 
turned over very fist We oan do good 
plowing just aa eaaily and jnataa fart aa we 
oan hag it erer. 

The first thing ha goad plowing b to oam 
usance right. In marking oat a bod I use 
two etakaa, one at the opposite and of the 
field from which I begin to plow and the 
ether about eight rods from this toward the 
and where I begin. Got the stakee in line 
with the farrow where you start, and then 
take some object away beyond the first 
stake yon art In exact line with the stakee 
and farrow where you begin, and then go 
ahead with the plow until yon oome to the 
first stake. Step and take the stake down 
and lay It te one side oat of the way, and 
then go ahead again, taking the end stake 
and the objoot beyond for yoor guide. In 
plowing the first two times around set your 
plow-wheel so as net te plow more than 4J 
inches deep. After yen hare gone thus far 
raise year wheel so as to plow the depth 
you wish to hayo yoor plowing done. By 
doing aa I have described we avoid the high 
back farrow we woald have if we plowed 
the first two times around as deep os we 
do the rest of the bed. 

In plowing the first two farrows (the first 
Urns around) wo have two essential things 
to look after. First, to do oar plowing 
straight j second, to turn the farrows over 
In good shape, and have the edges of the 
farrows meet and set firmly together. This 
will prevent the grass from growing up be¬ 
tween the farrows to a great extent. Mow 
we oan go ahead and finish np our bed. Be 
sore to keep the furrows straght and the 
same width the entire length of the field. 
If yon hold your plow firm and steady your 
farrows will be as straight as a line. Keep 
year bods the same width at both ends of 
the field, and then when we oome to finish 
we have only one furrow the entire length 
of the field to turn out. This, I think, is 
maoh better than to have one end finished 
and from one to five furrows on the other 
end to tarn out yet. Bight here 1 would 
like to say a word whloh I oensider very 
important in doing a good job of plowing. 
It is thb : I consider it very essential that 
the driver and team understand eaoh other 
pretty well. If you have a good, strong, 
well-kept team, and one that is steady and 
true to pull, I see no reason why we oan’t 
do our plowing in a workmanlike manner. 

Sowing Grass Seed- 

The amount of seed required for an acre 
of ground Intended for grass oannet be pro¬ 
perly estimated, although most farmers sow 
a given quantity every year without giving 
proper consideration to the quality of the 
seeds or the oonditien of the soli. The soil 
may bo in excellent oondltion to-day for 
seed, but may require double the quantity 
at seeds in two or three days after. In the 
first plaoe, seed will not germinate unleu 
the proper conditions are favorable for so 
doing. When the ground b hard, aa b 
sometimes the oase when grass seed b town 
upon growing grain, there are a great maiiy 
ohanoes against the seed. Biros eat muon 
of it, while a large portion el it rote on the 
surface. In soon oases a large quantity of 
seed Is nooemary. Many of the poor

In 
sowing see<F da not trust entirely to the 
roller, and there will be a better ohanoe ef 
the seed germinating.

On January 11 John Gray. *t*ward, 
thought he oonld fe*l unusual heat In hi* 
r*om, H* waited until 8 o’otook, and then 
went into tb# ohl*f «ffio*r’* room to report 
bla inspiolon*. When h* opened the state¬ 
room doer he we* met by a d*n»* oloud of 
smoke, and with difficulty aroused the mate. 
A volume of smoke wae pouring in at a 
email hola bored through the bulkhead to al¬ 
low a telegraph wire to run from tho forward 
■tearing wheel to th* efter one, and it wae 
fopr boon before th* mate was returned to 
ooneofouinee*. Th* seoond offioer, whose 
room wae abaft th* mate’s with * similar 
aperture In th* bulkhead, wa* also unoen- 
soicui, The veseel was then 700 mite* east 
of Newfoundland. 

When the foil extent of the danger wae 
made known to Captain Stannard, ho at 
onoe ordered all tho opening* deeorlbed to 
be dosed np and th* hatohes battened down. 
The ship Is divided Into four water-tight 
oompattmente, with Iron bulkhead* separat¬ 
ing them. That *n* where the fir* wae lo- 
oated waa about forty feet long, and readi¬ 
ed from the upper deok to the keelson. 
There were stowed bale* of jate, carpet*, 
paper etook and burlap, and Ciptaln Stan¬ 
nard rightly oondnded it to be neele** te 
attempt to distinguish th* fir* with water. 
The imoke from the smoldering maa* per¬ 
meated every oorner of th* vessel and made 
It impossible for the men to remain below 
deoke. Several of them were prostrated 
daring the passage and had to be oared for 
In the engine room. 

A consultation of the offioere wae held, 
and all bnt the ooptaln thought it advisable 
to make for SJohn’s or Halifax. Some 
dissatisfaction wa* expressed when Csptaln 
Stannard made Dp hi* mind that he wonld 
bring the vessel te New Yerk. 

Tbo succeeding ten days and nights were 
filled with apprehension. The decks are ef 
Iron oovered with wood, and it wa* feared 
that before reaching pert the heat would 
force ita way upward to the deok and give 
vent te the smoldeiing flame*. Both fore 
and aft bulkheads of the oonpartment con¬ 
taining the fire, it waa feared, wonld give 
way, and then the flames would have a clean 
sweep fore and aft. Bat with a steady oenr- 
age and admirable ooolness the oaptaln con¬ 
tinued on his oonrse and quieted the fear of 
bis crew. 

“ I have been at sea many years and have 
suffered shipwreck,” he said, “bnt never 
waa I placed In so terrible a position as on 
this passage. Sailer* oan fight all the ele¬ 
ments exoept fire. In a gate of wind, so oc¬ 
cupied are the crew with their duties that 
they have but little time to think of danger, 
but in this oase all know their fearful peril.” 

The consignees are muoh pleased with the 
manner In which Captain Stannard aoted, 
and say that to his determination 1* dne the 
safe arrival of the ship. The damage to the 
oargo is said to be in the neighborhood ef 
$10,000, mostly covered by insurance

"It Is made from the tonca bean, which 
oontalna a drug called mellclotia, a dead¬ 
ly poiaon, seven grains being scfficlent to 
kill a dog. lb has become quite an article 
of commerce, and la extensively used In 
the manntschore ot cigarettes." 

“ Does the paper wrapper of a cigarette 
add a great deal to lta in jurlousneis ?’’ 

“ Certainly. There are three serte of 
paper in common nee, made respectively 
from oottoD, from linen rags and from 
rioe straw. Cotton paper is made chiefly 
in Trieste, Austria, and the linen and 
rioe-paper in Paris. 

“ The first, manufactured from the 
filthy scrapings of ragpickers, la bought In 
large quantities by the manufacturers, 
who turn it Into a palp, and subject It 
to a bleaching process to make It present¬ 
able.

The latter 
is very Injurious to the throat and lungs, 
and is sala to accelerate the development 
of consumption In any one predisposed to 
the disease.”

ANE0D0TE3 OF OR EAT MEN.

Thomas Carlyle is another of those char 
octets of whom It is not easy to make fine 
gentlemen. He had more irritability, though 
perhaps leu ieroolty, than Johnson ; and, in 
some of his moods, was, I suspeot, not an 
altogether amiable companion. The dys¬ 
peptic stomaoh, no doubt, was respond Die 
for much ef his irascibility. But without 
that disordered part of his internal eoonomy, 
against which hs enveighed bo bitterly, he 
would not have been the nniqne figure in 
literary history that he really is. If it be 
true that even in things evil there is a soul 
goad, it is net improbable that even to this 
diseased organ whioh inflioted so muoh tor¬ 
ture upon Its unfortunate possessor, the 
readers of his works are indebted for a good 
deal of their elge. and point, and firey 
energy. A mac who Is habitually in tbe 
conuition of one who has breakfasted or 
dined npon pen knives or razors, especially 
with the bia'n of such a one as Thomas 
Oarljle, whether he pay very minute at¬ 
tention to the graoes of style or not, is 
sure to say sharp things at least. 

And this, by tho way, raises an interest¬ 
ing physiolcglco-psyohologlcal question : 
this, namely, whether a diseased gastric 
apparatus is not a positive advantage, If not 
a neoeasity, to men, like Tnomas Carlyle, 
who deem it their speolal mission into the 
world to deteot and expose cheats and 
shams. This, we know, Sidney Smith re¬ 
garded as his special function ; bnt, though 
he succeeded after a fashion, no one oan tell 
how muoh more effectively he might have 
fulfilled his mleiloD, if instead cf being a 
bon vivant, he had been oondemned to len¬ 
ten fare perpetually, by a ohronioally dis¬ 
ordered stomaoh. Whether it would have 
given him greatir clearness of vision, and 
enabled him to discern more oharly be¬ 
tween the evil and the good or not, it wcnld 
doubtless have enabled him to apply the 
knout with more stinging t fl eet to tbe back 
of unfortunate trsnsgressors. 

Poor Tom I He appeared upon this planet 
as one born out of due time. Whether he 
knew the people of his own generation or 
not, it is evident that they did not know 
him. I impact, indeed, that they were 
muoh more at a loss to understand him 
than he was to understand them. Nothing 
is more amusing than the attempts of some 
of his liliputlan orltios to assign him his 
proper plaoe among men. Oae of them, 
writing In a first-class American newspaper, 
thirty years ago, alluding to the oomplalnt 
of some one else that he was neither a Chris 
tlan nor a gentleman, said, he made no pre¬ 
tention to being tlther the one or the other 
of these, but simply a heathen amd a devil- 
worshipper 1 

And yet, Thomas Carlyle was not only 
the greatest Scotchman probably that has 
hitherto appeared, bnt one of the most 
highly gifted beings that trod the earth 
daring his lifetime. The last of the Cynios, 
he was a worthy snooeseor to Diogenes. 
With an eye qulok to detect genuine man¬ 
hood, whenever it might be found, he oould 
not be induoed to accept every “ forked 
radish with a curiously curved head how¬ 
ever fastidiously and elaborately clothed,” 
aus a fitting representative of the genus homo 
He had a profounder Insigat of the 
“ science of clothes,” and of the religion of 
the “ Dandaioal Seot ” than any of his con¬ 
temporaries ; and, should the raoe survive 
for any considerable length of time, and its 
progress should be upward, the probability 
is, that “ Sartor Kesartui ” will be read 
with more thorough appreciation in the

correctness, that, “upon tbs whols, a truer, 
more right-hearted Englishman saver exist¬ 
ed.” “ Wherever you see a Use of hie 
ows writing, yon may be sure to find noth¬ 
ing but truth there.” Then, speaking of 
the wretched mistakes whioh different 
ages make oonoeruiog their greatest, ba 
■ail : “Why the Jews took Jsans fora 
•ooundrel, and thought all that they oould 
do with Him was to naU Him up on a gal¬ 
lows Ah, that v a i bad business j so Hs 
returned to Heaven, and they go wandering 
abont the streets buying old olothes.” - 
This was In 1844. In 1846 Csroline Fox 
visited Carlyle, and >ound him thin but 
well, and recovering from the torment of 
tho sixty n6w Cromwell letter!'; and with 
a grim determination to not take in any 
more fresh ones on any terms. But evident¬ 
ly he was pssseseed of the spirit of his sub¬ 
ject. And we are not surprised to find 
that the year following he was not writing, 
but resting, reading English history, and 
disagreeing with the age, Blessings on him I 
I have great respect for a man who, when 
he forms his opfnions ai the result of large 
reading, carefnl study, and profound 
thought, dares to differ from the age. It is 
easy to swim with the ourrent, and to run 
with the multitude ; it Is easy to re-echo 
the sentiments of the chattering crowd, and 
to conoiliate those whom we flatter, but 
the multitude—not over wise at any time— 
need to be instructed as well as flattered ; 
and when a real man appears on the soene, 
if he is true to his mission, he will find 
more serions work to do than offering in¬ 
cense to the multitude, or singing peans to 
the age. 


The Most Northerly Railway iu the World. 

In the report o( Consul General Mitohell 
on the trade of Norway, it is stated that 
the Ofoten L ilea Railway, whioh will, when 
oompleted, greatly influence the future of 
the Iron trade of Enrepe, was commenced 
last summer at Lnlea, on the Gulf of Bosnia, 
and has made very considerable progress. 
The oontraotors confidently expect to have 
the first seotlon, Luloa-Gellivara (one-third 
of the entire railway), oompleted and open¬ 
ed for traffic by the end of 18S6, The com¬ 
mencement of work at the Norwegian ter¬ 
minus has been delayed a year, in oonse- 
quei.ee of a disagreement as to the site of 
the terminus at O.’oten, necessitating fresh 
snrveys being made. These have now been 
oompleted, and the plans, eto , of the Nor¬ 
wegian portion of the line deposited with 
the Norwegian Government, npon the ap 
proval of which work at Ofeten will be oom- 
menoed. The site ohoten for the terminus 
at Ofoten Is on the west shore of Narvlg 
Bay, a commodious and we 11-sheltered na¬ 
tural harb or at tbe bottom of the Oloten 
fjord aui within a few hours steam of tho 
famous Lofoten ood fisheries. On account 
of the influences of the gulf stream, the O.’o¬ 
ten ford is navigable throughout the year. 
The length of the Norwegian section of the 
line is only 28 miles. It will oross the 
Kolen Mountains, at the frontier at an ele- 
vatlcn of 1,600 feet above sea level. Oa the 
Norwegian aide tbe oonntry is very wl d 
and mountainous, bat the engineers antici¬ 
pate no difficulties of an annsnal nature 
either as regards the nature of the country, 
the severe climate, or the snow. This rail¬ 
way, when fioithed, will be the most norther¬ 
ly railway In the world. 

The railway Is being bnllt by English en¬ 
gineers, oontraotors for the Northern of 
Europe Railway Company (Limited), which 
waa formed in London in 1883, with an 
authorized oapltal of £1.500,000 in shares, 
and £1,500,000 in debentures, The railway 
has been most favorably regarded in Scan¬ 
dinavia. exoeDtby the Swedish Iron masters. 
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near him

It was a somewhat oynloai estimate of the 
character of his oountrymen that Carlyle 
made when he described Great Britain 
as a country of twenty-throe millions of in¬ 
habitants, more or les>, mostly fools. But, 
though he may have been mistaken in his 
judgement, this at least is to be said in hit 
favour, he possesses the oourage of his oon- 
▼iotlons. And this, la an age of whloh dem- 
agogUm is the besetting tin, and tbs modern 
hydra, the many-headed monster, it the ob- 
jeot of luob unstinted adulation, It no 
small virtue. He did not believe in Schwar- 
merci, the government of the world by “ t is 
count of heads," and he bad the oourage to 
say so, 

Carlyle, like most great men, especially 
suoh of them as have their natures pervaded 
by the poetio and humorous element, oan 
only be understood and appreciated by suoh 
as have some of the same ingredients In 
their own composition. Like some others of 
the best things in literature hit works must 
be read between the lines, if their deep earn¬ 
estness and pathos are to be peroelvea. In 
a letter to a friend, written while he was 
engaged in writing " Past and Present," he 
affirms that his work made him “ tad and 
sickly." Tnat wbrk was not written con 
amort , but of necessity. He was goaded to it 
by a voice which could not be tilenoed or 
galnsayed, One who know the feeling with 
which he wrote, a personal friend and corres¬ 
pondent, says of this partionlar work: “ Ter¬ 
rible as it is to him to pronounce the words 
that he does, he feels that these and no others 
are given him to speak ; he Bees some twent- 
ty thousand in pauper bastilles looking for 
a Voioe. inarticulately beseeching, ‘ Speak 
for us,’ acd oan he be silent?" 

And when this disagreeable task had been 
performed, the seer was not at rest, for he 
felt that more work of the same sort was 
waiting to be done. After the publioation 
of “ Past and Present,” John Sterling, his 
intimate bosom friend, said : “ Carlyle does 
not seom quite bappy ; though he has blown 
to loud a blast, and theugh it has awakened 
so many deep echoes In the hearts of 
thoughtful men ; there are other trumpets 
to sound before Truth can get itself recog. 
nlzsd, even by those who have gone far.” 

The “Life of Cromwell” is thought by the 
critics to be Carlyle's chef d ccuvrt-, but, like 
all best things, it cost an immense deal of la¬ 
bour and suffering. In a letter to Caroline 
Fox, he says : “ I am about writing upon Oli¬ 
ver Cromwell—still about it; for the thing 
will not stir from the spot, let me shove it 
never so desperately I It approaches the 
impossible, this task of mine, more nearly 
than any task I ever had. How awaken 
an oblivious world incognizant of Crom¬ 
wells, all inoredulous of such ; how resus¬ 
citate a hero sunk under the disastrous 
wrecks of two such centuries as lie dead on 
him?" Carolina called on him tour months 
after this, and still found him ill at ease. 
“ He groaned over Oliver Cromwell, for his 
progress in that memorial is slow and pain¬ 
ful ; all that had been said or written Id hie 
favor had been destroyed or Ignored when 
Charles II. came to reign; as a Calvinistlo 
Christian he was despised ; aud as a ruler 
and regloide he was hated ; the people would 
not forgive him for having teemed to de- 
coleve them, and bp. they dug up his body 
and hanged it at Tybt re., and have been tell 
ing the most abominable lies about him ever 
Binoe ; lately there has been some better 
feeling, but the oase Is still very bad.” 

He felt that in his attempt to put things 
right, and so put Oliver in a true light be¬ 
fore mankind, It was Carlyle against the 
world. And yet the stubborn and hard 
headed Scotchman not only maintained his 
opinion, but went far toward proving its 


and £1,500,000 iu debentures. The railway

The New Gold Mines in Asia' 

The new gold mines discovered In the 
valley of the Djolgute river are oalled New 
California. The valley is upon the Chlnoee 
bank of Amoor, opposite the Rusalen col¬ 
ony of Tgnachlno, and as the soli Is vary 
marshy, and there is no roads it Is only ac¬ 
cessible in the winter. Gold was first dis¬ 
covered there in May, 1884, and it soon at¬ 
tracted a great many adventurers, the earli¬ 
est comers being Russian deserters and es¬ 
caped oonvicts from Siberia, and by the 
month of January iu last year there was a 
colony of 9,000 Russians, the total having 
been very much increased sinoe, while there 
are also about 6,500 Cainese and 150 adven¬ 
turers of different nationalities, the last 
named of whom have joined the Russians, 
the organization of the colony being alto¬ 
gether Russian. 

The goldfindsrt are divided into 722 small 
groups of workmen, all of whom are abso¬ 
lutely equal. These groups eleot twelve 
elders, wno did not work themselves, but 
superintend the diggings, and receive a sa¬ 
lary of 200 roubles a month, They are se¬ 
lected from among the dealers in gold and 
tavern keepers, aud form a sort of distriot 
police oorpt. They do not meet with any 
Interference from the Chinese authorities iu 
this remote vailey, the laws of whloh are 
very simple but severe, the penalty of death 
being inflicted for cheating at play, for 
adulterating the gold dust, or for theft; 
while flogging it ioflioted for drunkenness 
duilng the hours of labor or for bringing 
females into the ooleny. 

Sinoe the foundation of the colony there 
have been only threo murders and two In 
dictions of the death penalty ; a Russian i 
having been hung for adulterating the gold i 
dust, and a Jew flogged to death for having j 
spread false news as to the approach of a j 
body of Russian troops, hoping thereby to i 
send down tho price ol gold owing to the 1 
panic. There are twenty-seven taverns In 
the colony, and, owing to the competition, | 
the prices are not high, except for spirits. , 
The gold fields whioh are twenty-five miles in 
length by three miles broad, are said to be 
very rioh, and 7 pounds of gold are obtained 
from 32 cwt. of gravel, even with the primi¬ 
tive mode of washing adopted there.

THE WHISKEY DROUTH. 

How the Act I* Received by the People 

--Hotel-keeper* Raise their Rate*. 

—“ The Scott Act !’* “The Soott Aot ! !" 

—Well, the Scott Act ia really in force, 
and we are still alive. Dry, of course, but 
still able to eat three square meal* a day, 
even if the price has been raised. 

—The action of the local hotel-keepers in 
charging for shed room, and raising the price 
of meals has been subjected to sharp criti¬ 
cism, and we think unjustly so. Every man 
using'an hotel abed or barn has a right to 
pay for the accommodation. Heretofore the 
poor man who drank the whiskey paid in 
that way for the privilege of free sheds be¬ 
ing granted to his temperate neighbor. It 
was a wrong principle and we are glad that 
it is changed. Let evefy man pay for the 
accommodation that he gets; in other words, 
let every man pay his own way. 

—The same reasoning applies to the ques¬ 
tion of meals. It the man who drank whis-, 
key had to help pay for meals furnished at 
twenty-live cents when they were worth 
thirty-five, the principle was wrong. 

—If meals could be furnished at twenty- 
five cents each before the 1st May, they can 
be now, though we belive the price now 
charged is not an unreasonable one, especial¬ 
ly for dinner. 

—One of our hotel) took in 810 fees for 
shed accommodations on Saturday. 

—“ The drouth struck us early ” is the 
way one individual announced the incoming 
of the Scott Act. 

—A week ago Saturday one of our hotel 
men had forty-eight for dinner ; last Satur¬ 
day only ten. 

—A couple of drunks on Monday attract¬ 
ed a good deal of attention. Where did they 
get their liquor '! 

—The increase in hotel prices booms Mr. 
Morris’ restaurant, where dinner can be se¬ 
cured lor 25c. His tables are filled. ■ 

—Last Saturday horse* could be seen tied 
to telegvaph poles or any other available 
stand point. It was far oneaper than going 
into an hotel shed. 

—We understand the subjeot of erecting 
sheds tor the free accommodation of farmers 
teams has been mooted by some merchants. 
This would certainly convenience the far¬ 
mers. 

—The aohooner Nellie Hunter oonveyed 
the stock and household furniture of Mr. W. 
K. Pruyn to Tronton Monday night. She 
was towed out of the river by the s^amer 
“Reindeer.” 

—John < I rant A Co. have closed up their 
store on John-st. None of the hotels have 
quit business yet. It is hard to say, how¬ 
ever, how long some will be able to keep 
their heads above water. 

—The hotel keepers have made a change 
of rates all around. Meals may now be had 
for 35c ; shed accommodation for a single rig, 
10c.; barn accommodation for a team, 25c.; 
with hay, 40c.; with hay and oats, 50c. 

—The inauguration of the Aot was an¬ 
nounced Saturday morning by a couple of 
“ Italians from Cork,” who went about 
town squeezing the most doleful strains im¬ 
aginable from Irish bagpipes. The music (!) 
was certainly dry, 

—Hard cider is an effectual antidote for 
too much Scott Act. A young man got so 
drunk on ancient apple-juioe Wednesday 
night that he saw 7 electric light* in front of 
the Brisco House. Had cider not better be 
placed on the list of intoxicants? 

—It is whispered about town that an en- 
temrisinu anti-Scott Act party is about to 


mat many fanner* in consequence did not 
* put up ” their boraee at nil, but did their 
buaineea quickly as possible and returned 
home. They will be better prepared next 
Saturday. If price* had been lowered to 5c. 
there would not have been so mnoh grown- 
bling among the farmers. 

—The Scott Act is in force in Brant, Leeds 
and Grenville, Kent, Lanark, Lennox and 
Addiogton, Elgin, Lambton, St. Thomas. 
Wtllington, Frontenac, Lincoln, Middlesex, 
Victoria, Ontario, Peterboio, Northumber¬ 
land and Durham; Brame and Chicoutimi, 
Ouebso ; and Gnyeboro, N.8. The Act baa 
been in force in twenty-seven placet in the 
Maritime Provincee, twelve in Ontario, 
three in Quebec, and two in Manitoba, and 
is therefore now in operation in sixty-three 
of the counties and cities of the Dominion. 

_The Act came into full force at Guelph 

on Saturday. All the hotels closed, and 
farmers coming into the city were unable to 
get stabling for their teams. Commercial men 
could not secure accommodation. The con¬ 
tents of the Royal Hotel, which has hereto¬ 
fore been one of the oldest and most notable 
of Western Canada hostelriee, has been sold. 
Both the proprietors will leave Guelph. 
Thomas Watte, of the Wellington House 
has closed his place. The City Hotel has 
also gone under the hammer. John A. 
Woods, one of the largest merchants, has 
given up business and will remove to Park- 
dale. 

MECHANICS' institute. 

The annual meeting of the Mechanics 
Institute Board of Management was held in 
in the Town Hall Monday evening, with 
an attendeDce of about fifty persons. The 
Treasurer’s statement was presented and 
adopted. It was as briefly as follows :— 
receipts.

The Librarian’s report was then read, re¬ 
porting the number ot books on the cat¬ 
alogue at 1293, with a total issue during the 
year of 3340, an increase of 200 pei cent, 
over 1885. Although the number of books 
drawn from class C (fiction) predominated 
largely over that of other classes, there was 
an SBOOHrfigipg iHsmee in-the demand lor 
books of history, biography, and travels and 
adventures, especially among the boys. 
The magazines were circulated to the sati*> 
faction of the membership. There was a 
moat gratifying increase in the circulation 
of books. 

The Director’* report briefly reviewed the 
work and progress of the Institute daring 
the year,which was most satisfactory. The 
evening classes were well attended with the 
exception of the drawing classes. The board 
also thanked Messrs. J. B. McGuin, Geo. 
M. Elliott, W. J. Black, and F. F. Miller, 
for their valuable services in connection with 
the classes. Sympathy was expressed for the 
family of the late Wm. Tilley, whose loss 
was mourned by all. He had been a faithfu 1 
worker in connection with the Mechanics’ 
Institute as secretary, librarian and teacher. 
The report recommended the amendment of 
the constitution in accordance with the re¬ 
quirements of the new Act regulating 
Mechanics’ Institutes. The assets of the 
Institu|p were estimated at $1,55$.41 ^

The Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg and his wife and Princess Beatrice 
led the royal procession, and were followed 
bv such uotables as Lord Hartington, the 
M arquis of Salisbury and the Karl of Derby. 
The Princess Louise also attended the open¬ 
ing. The gay court dresses and the glitter¬ 
ing uniforms of the British officers present 
combined to make a magnificent spectacle. 
Judging from the appearance of the exhibits 
already in place the exhibition will prove a 
decided success. 

The Queen was repeatedly cheered most 
heartily and seemed delighted at the loyal 
reception accorded her. Her Majesty and 
the Prince of Wales were presented with 
handsomely bound copies of the catalogue 
of Canadian exhibits, the Prince expressing 
his intention of spending considerable time 
in the Canadian court later on. Canada's 
exhibit does credit, to her, and no doubt will 
help dispel the ‘eternal snow and ice’ delu¬ 
sions which seem to fill the minds of a ma¬ 
jority of old country people. 

To an interested observer of the political 
events of the past year, it would seem that 
a small portion of the superabundant wis¬ 
dom exhibited in the construction of our 
wonderful Franchise Bill might hsvo ad- 
vantageouslj been directed towards satis 
factorily settliug the Fisheries question. 
The great, mind who invented such a com¬ 
plicated piece ol mechanism must either 
have exhausted his stock ot original ideas, 
or still have unused material left on hand, 
which is available for the developement of 
our beloved country. If the first conjec¬ 
ture is correct, we beg to state that the 
most of us weuld have delayed somewhat 
longer the pleasure of an introduction to the 
Revising Barrister. The truth compels us 
to statu we would have been much better 
satisfied had it never beeu ueceisary to make 
his acquaintance at all, rather than that the 
amicable relations existing between two 
natious should be endangered, as is the case 
iu the present state of affairs. Poundmaker 
and his friends possibly might not have suf¬ 
fered materially had they waited a little 
longer without the power to vote, if by re¬ 
ceiving this privilege one of the great in¬ 
dustries of our country should be loft to the 
mercy of another nation, or protected sim¬ 
ply as it is by a gun boat or two. If more 
than one such great experimeut in law¬

—Last Friday, the last day of “ liberty,” 
as it has been termed by some, was celebrat¬ 
ed with great eclat by many bibulistically 
inclined persouB. There were more drunks 
last Friday floating around town than on an 
average fair day. In consequence there 
were numerous sore heads next morning 

— There was not quite as much business 
dune, or so large an attendance of farmers 
as on the previous Saturday, but it would 
be difficult to say if this was the effect of 
the Scott Act. Last Saturday was a re- 
markly fine day, and no doubt many were 
kept at homo l) y the rush of spring work, 
which must bo done when the weather is

According to the best authority it means 
that one cannot sell anything to a person 
and thou give or convey to him any spirit- 
ous liquors. This effectually squelches the 
old scheme ot selling oranges, etc,, for 25c. 
each aud afterwards giving the purchaser a 
sly pull at the flask, 

—A young man from a distance arrived 
in Xapnnee Saturday morning, totally un¬ 
aware of the fact that the Soott Act was in 
force here. Ho was accordingly obliged to 
go to Deserouto in order to get “ full.”

When Csptaln Drnelly fell bsok with his 
little force on the main body of his regiment, 
carrying his wounded and the osptured 
Egyptian battery, he received some praise 
from the colonel for the suooess whioh had 
attended his reoonnaisaooe, and upon hie 
representations and at his request Pat Mon¬ 
aghan was given a oorporal’s chevrons on 
the spot. 

It was not the time to rest on a mere 
handful of laurels, however, fer the war 
upon whioh they had entered was to be one 
of the sabre and the spar far mere than of 
the cannon and the rifle. 

Within twelve houra of thla brueh at El- 
Magfar Sir Garnet Wolseley felt atrong 
enough to prese on towards Cairo, for he 
knew that against an Oriental foe dash and 
daring were everything. With General 
Drury Lowe’s splendid'oavalry brigade, Gra¬ 
ham’s fire-eating Irish and Scottish Infantry 
and the stolid English gnards, under the 
Queen’s third son, the Dnke of Cennanght, 
who, if not very qnlok in the advance, would 
at all events, be a denoed deal slower In run¬ 
ning away, he prepared to carry a strong 
position at El-Mahula, ten miles nearer to 
the oapltal 

But the Egyptians .found ont that they 
only doubled In number the British and so 
retreated preolpitately directly they oame 
In view. 

Thereupon, Drury Lowe's cavalry, com¬ 
prising the Irish dragoons, the Life Gnards 
and an Indian lanoe regiment, made a sweep¬ 
ing flank movement on Maheameh station 
and the railway, hoping to get In their rear 
and ont|them off to a man, bat the Egyptians 
were so swift footed and the ground so bad 
fer oavalry that he failed in this. 

By midnight the British vanguard, con¬ 
sisting of general Graham’s brigade of 1.800 
bayonets, a Bengal lanoe regiment and oar 
friends, the Irish dragoons, were at Khasaas- 
ein, with their nearest supports half a dez n 
miles in their rear and the slow moving 
gnards just as far to the rear of them agala. 

The British van had thus accomplished a 
quarter of the dlstanoe to Cairo with no loss 
at all to Bpeak of, but now Intelligence was 
gathered that at Tel-el-Keblr, some dozen 
miles in advanoe of them, Arabl Pasha had 
formed a perfeot desert Gibraltar, with three 
lines of defenses, all defended by heavy bat¬ 
teries of Krnpp guns, and that there h« had 
displayed the green standard of the prophet 
and had oalled together the ulemas to bless 
his oannon and his oause, all this that his 
soldiery might be brought to oonsider defeat 
Impossible.

Age work* greet physloal ohengee, many 
•f whloh ere generally reoognized, S )me 
of them involve dangerous nubilities, end 
Impose the need oi constant oentlon. 

One la to gnsrd against undue exertion. 
The toogb, elestio ooat of the arteries is apt 
to beooire, on the one hand, ohalk-lixe 
end brittle, or, on the other hand, fatty end 
week. Nature seeks to guard against the 
consequent darger by rendering older per¬ 
sons less inclined to effort. But a little ex¬ 
tra exertion put forth suddenly, may oauae 
the weakened vessels to give way, from the 
increased force with whloh the heart throws 
the blobd into thorn. Hence may result »p 
oplexy or fatal amurlsm—the latter bei. g 
a sudden bulgiog out of arteries, 

So, too, the neart itself (or its aorta—the 
great ourved trunk wbioh iirst reoelves the 
blood from the heait) may be in a similar 
oondltien, and suddenly tail becauso of un 
due exertion, when it might have bern 
equal to the ordinary work of years. Suoh 
no doubt was the last oate, wbei an elderly 
gentleman hurtled to reach a railroad train, 
and fell dead on entering it. 'lhe aged 
should firmly refuse to hurry. 

A like caution applies to whatever quick¬ 
ens the action of tho heart, Every one 
knows the power of violent emotions In this 
respect. Noone wishes to fall dead Ina fit 
of anger. Undue eating, cspeolally of stim¬ 
ulating food, is almost as daogirou*. All 
the appetites need to be kept under oon- 
trol, 

A spcoial cration Is needed in descending 
tho stalre. In our normal voluntary move¬ 
ments there are oertain nioe adjustments af- 
fcoted by ttnooniolous mental aots. But 
age iffeofs suoh a ohange in the brain sub- 
vtanos that mental aotivity li lessened. An 
old man oan no more think as quickly as a 
young than he can run as fast, or jump as 
high. Henoethe missteps of the aged in des¬ 
cending stairs, Aged persons, theretore, 
shonld form the habit of taking their bearing, 
so to speak, at the tep of the stairs, and keep 
their mind on each step down by a conscious 
voluntary effort. 

The aged should also most oarefully guard 
against a chill. It is more dangerous for 
an old man to ostch cold ttaa for a young 
man to oatoh a fever. 


Paok tha Lungs with Air. 

Deep breathing and holdlDgof the breath 
1s an item of importanoe. Persons of weak 
vitality find an uninterrupted snooession of 
deep and rapid aspiration so distressing 
that they are discouraged from perserving in 
the exercise. Let anon persons take into the 
lungs as muoh air as they oan at a breath 
and hold it as long as they oan, and they 
will find a grateful sense of relief In the 
whole abdomnial region. Praotioe will in¬ 
crease ability to hold the breath and the 
capacity of the lungs. After a time the art 
may be learned of paokiDg the lungs. This 
is done by taking trad holding the long 
breath and then forcing more air down the 
treaofcce by swallows of air. The operation 
may be described by that of a fiahe's month 
in water. To those who have never learned 
it will be surprising to what extent the 
lungs may be packed. Caution at first is 
needful but after practice will warrant large 
use of the treatment. The whole tboraolo 
and abdominal oavities will receive imme¬ 
diate benefit and continuance and temper- 
anoe in eating, good air and right exercise, 
will brlDg welcome Improvement.

Distilled water la not essential to good 
health. It la “ flat, stale and unprofitable.” 
Unless well erated it le unpalatable. The 
prooeae of distilling separates the mineral 
matter, but not the volatile substance. The 
oon pounds of nitrogen and sulphur may re¬ 
appear in the distilled water, and the pe 
ouliar odor so repulsive to delicate tastes. 
If olean soil-water oannot be obtained, make 
a large, deep and olean olstem, and keep it 
olean. Take a sound oak or ash barrel, put 
a false bottom (perforated) 3 inches from the 
bottem of the barrel; place three lnohes of 
oleaa washed gravel on the top of the per¬ 
forated bottom ; on this twelve lnohes of 
granulated oharcoal, made from hard maple; 
on this 4 inches of olean washed sand, anu 
then place a perforated false top over the 
sand, so that wate- poured Into the barrel 
will not disturb the filtering materials be¬ 
neath. Insert a wooden fauoet in the side of 
the barrel, close to the bottom, and you will 
have a filter whioh will make good rainwa¬ 
ter filtered through It as clean and palatable 
as can be desired. 


Eating Lemons- 

A good deal has been said through the 
papers about the healthfulness of lemons. 
The latest advice is how to use them so 
that they will do the most good, as follows: 
Most people know the benefit of lemonade 
before breakfast, but few know that it is 
more than doubled by taking another at 
night also. The way to get the better of 
the bilious system without the blue pill or 
quinine is to take the juice of ono, two, or 
three lemons, as appetite craces, in as muoh 
loe-water as makes it pleasant to drink with¬ 
out sugar, before geing to bed, In the 
morning, on rising, at least a half-hour be¬ 
fore breakfast, take the juioe of one lemon 
In a goblet of water. This will dear the 
system of humor and bile with sfliclency, 
without the weakening (foots of oalomel or 
oongress water. People should not Irritate 
the stomach by eating lemons clear. 

3ad Effect of Pickles- 

The Influence of acid In retarding or ar¬ 
resting salivary digestion is further if im¬ 
portance In the dletectlc use of pickles, vin 
egar, salads and add fruits. In the case 
of vinegar it was found that one part in 
5000 sensibly retarded this process, a pro¬ 
portion of one In 1,000 rendered very slow, 
and one In 500 arrested it completely ; so 
that when add salads are taken together 
with bread the effeot of the acid Is to pre¬ 
vent any salivary digesti on of the bread, a 
matter of little moment to a person with a 
vigorous digestion, but to a feeble dyspeptic 
one of some Importance, There is a very 
widespread belief that drinking vinegar is 
an efficacious means of avoiding getting fat, 
and this popular belief would appear from 
these experimental observations to be well 
founded. If the vinegar be taken at the 
same time as farlnaoeous food It will greatly 
Interfere with its digestion and assimilation,

A horrible deed of blood committed near 
Glrgenti gives an illustration of the use of 
tho knife in the Island of Sioily, Two 
butchers, father and son, of the name of In 
delicato, who kept a shop in that town, not 
long sires took two brothers, named Alfonso 
and Giovanni Cannetonis Into partnership. 
Before long t^e Cannetonis began to trade in 
lambs’ carcasses separately on their own ac¬ 
count, and disagreements arose, which ulti¬ 
mately led to a collision between Baldasrare 
Indellcato and Alfonso Cannetoni. They 
drew their butoher's knives from their belts 
on each other. Alfonso aimed a well direct¬ 
ed blow at Baidas tare, He parried it with 
his left arm, whioh was cut to the bone, 
and at the same instant drove his knife into 
the heart of Alfonso, who fell dead on the 
spot. At that moment a young son of Al¬ 
fonso, aged 19, came up with a bludgeon to 
his father’s assistance, Baldassare struck 
him to the ground, and then cut bis throat 
across, “as he would have slaughtered a 
sheep.” Mad with rage, Baldassare then 
rushed into the shop, and taking Giovann 
the brother of Alfonso, by surprise, killed 
him with a slash across the abdomen. Turn¬ 
ing then to leave the shop, he inflioted a 
serious wound on a person just entering. 
All this ocourred within the space of four 
minutes, the result of the collision being 
three persons killed and two wounded. 6

On the night of tie ‘23rd of Deotmber the 
thermometer went down to 2 deg. below 
zero. “ One’s brea-h (rose into loe on one’s 
pillow, and many o; ns iound it difficult to 
sleep despite all th. olothes we oould pile 
en. I my-elf was Jiwoke toward morning 
by a loud report, wiioh I found was caused 
by the bursting of a bottle of what had been 
drinking water, but whioh had turned into 
a block of loe and burst under my bed, and 
once awake the oold was too intense to get 
to sleep again. At nine in the morning the 
thermometer was still only at 6 dt g., and 
it oontinned to frees > all the day tnrough, 
despite the sun. In the afternoon I was out 
shooting with the »un full on my face, yet 
my breath froze on my moustache the whole 
time. The poor 000 k, I think, had the 
hardest time of it. His eggs, he says, are 
ail frozen hard, and he oan make nothing of 
them ; and further, aa fast as he roasts his 
joint on one aide it freezes, he says, on the 
other. I confess, though, that I did net 
witness the latter. Writing with ink, of 
course, is au utter impoislbillty—every ink 
pot in camp contain* simply a solid block 
of ice, and it |s no use lu thawing it, as it 
freezes on the paper before It has time to 
dry. I am writing this, therefore, in pen¬ 
cil. It is wonderful how well the men and 
followers are standing the cold, bnt a liber¬ 
al issue of meat and tea and sugar seems to 
make them all proof against any thing. I 
must say, though, that they are precious 
quiet in the mornings, and loath indeed te 
get up ; their ablutions, too, I dare say, are 
few and far betweoD, but really I cannot 
blame them. When it comes to 00 r having 
to thaw our tooth brush every time we have 
to use it, and when everything around is 
frozen hard, little wonder that the poor 
Hindu is ohary of touching water. The 
bheesties, I think, I ;ity most. They can 
fill their mussnoks certainly at the canning 
oanal, although even that is frozen over, 
but by the time they get baok into oamp the 
water they are carryiig is frozen, and ab¬ 
solutely refuses to run out of the mussuck 
again.

The two half-perished eurviv 
ors of the terrible voyage are Colin Chisholm, 
of Harbor Bonohe, N, 3., and Angus Mo 
Etohern, of Long Point, Strait of Canso 
Chisholm told the following story: “We 
belonged to the American fishing sohooner 
Citely H. Low, Captain McKentie.
